aster might have occurred. 
The Tibetans displayed dogged fear­ 
lessness. apparently being incited by 
the sm allness of the British force and 
ignorant of the effect of modern fire­ 
arm s. 
The whole affair occupied only ten 
m inutes and, even in the retreat, the 
Tibetans disdained to scatter and run, 
and marched solemnly in lines under 
a hail of fire.
